THE ODD TREE FROM WHICH THE 
BEBKY IS GATHERED. 


The newapapers of Louisiana^ without 
regard to locality, almost solidly unite 
in demanding that the United States 
Government take charge of and maintain 
the levee system of 
the 
Mississippi 
River. 


The remarkable statement was recent- 
ly made from the pulpit by an optimistic 
Boston clergyman 
that 
''there svero 
never more beautiful women that now, 
and that Helens and Cleop^itras are pro- 
duced by the thousands." 


The burning of a Florida steamer is 
attributed to the laziness of a watchman 
who attempted to fill a lighted coal oil 
lamp. 
The result was the loss of three 
lives and the destruction of the boat with 
all thé piissengers' luggage. 
The New

Thi^ Arabians »faWo tho 
Bovoraicti 
F r o m Grcoii Uerrlos and licavcs— 
Introductlou to Kurope. 


CoiTce has been made and 
drank in 
Ethiopia and Abyssinia from time im- 
memorial. 
The tree grows wild in those 
countries, and tombs old as the Christian 
era contain abundant evidence thatcofifee 
was a favorite beverage with the dusky 
Kings long before Solomon sent his fleets 
across the seas and his caravans across 
the desert. 
And in that country, where 
they have known it the longest and are 
presumably the best acquainted with it, 
the natives do not roivst the berry, but 
make a decoction of it grAn. 
In this 
custom they arc imitated by the Arabians 
who have enjoyed its cheering aroma for 
hundreds of years. 
In these lands a 
generous quantity of the choicest grains 
are poured in the kettle, and kept just 
below the boilin^ point for hours. 
The 
older the berry is before thf.y use it the 
better it is liked, but no preparation be- 
yond curing is required. 
Perlnips half 
an hour before the beverage is served the 
heat will be increased, and 
while the 
colfee never boils furiously as with so 
many heathen cooks in Christian kitchens, 
it IS kept excessively hot. 
Tiiey will 
make about one-fourth the liijuid from a 
pound of berries that Christian cooks 
produce, but the amber stream which 
runs from their rude kettles is all colfee. 
The whole grains have b e e n steeped until 
they give up the last touch of strength, 
and the drinker does not burden his 
stomach with a gallon of water, but 
secures all the results of the most])erfect 
cooking with half a gill of the lluid. 


In 1573 Leonhard Renwolf, a German 
piiysican who was content to travel be- 
fore the time of steamships and sleeping 
cars, found the berry and its resultant 
l)everage in the East, 
and 
introduced 
both into Europe. 
But Prankish chefs 
&oon discovered that roasting mtide the 
product milder and more fitting for a 
weaker western palate. 
The 
active 
principle in colfee, the calfeine, was re- 
duced, and the aroma Avas heightened. 
And one other thing, 
the bulk was 
greater. 
In short, 
the more 
delicate 
stomach and the more greedy eye of the 
European were both served by oven pro- 
cess, and from that day to this Christians 
roast their coffee. 


Coifee grows now in almost 
every 
tropical country under the sun. 
The 
Dutch introduced 
it into Java 
from 
lilocha, in 1690, 
and shoots from the 
o-reen trees there were taken to the bo- 
tanical gardens in Amsterdam, anji have 
ever since been propagated as one of the 
chief objects of pride in commercial Hol- 
land. From these trees, which are raised 
simply to show the form of the plant in 
its native ¿tate, 
other" trees have been 
taken and are still grown in Paris. 
Of 
course no product is gathered from them, 
but every one who drinks coffee is inter- 
ested in studying the curious tree from 
which the berry is gathered. 
From the 
island of Java tho plant was transferred 
to the West Indies, and at once 
took 
root successfully, particularly 
in Mar- 
tinique, whence a goodly proportion of 
the coffee used in the United States is 
drawn. 


Still, in a oommercial way, the im- 
portations to this country are chiefly 
from Brazil • Java sends us the second 
largest shi 
, and Ceylon is third. 
In 
point of excellence the Mocha has always 
been considered the best coffee, and 
easily commands the highest price. ^ It 
comes from Arabia, 
and the 
natives 
there, aside from the nabobs, can the 
more readily part with the berry, since 
they, like the natives of Suuiatra, make 
a decoction of the leaves instead of the 
commonly chosen bean. 
These leaves, 
oblong ovate and five inches in le n^ th, 
evergreen, opposite, shining and leathery, 
aregatherea, dried and stepped, produce 
in all respects the same result that is de- 
rived from the grain. 


The tree in its wild state grows from 
ten to twelve feet high, but under culti- 
vation it is pruned down to six or eight 
feet, with 
branches almost 
from the 
ground. 
The flowers are small, white 
and fragrant, clustered on the axills or 
jointure of the leaf with the branch. 
It 
bears a berry of not unpleasant taste, 
which becomes dark red when fully ripe, 
and which is much liked by natives. 
Within this plum-like fruit are tsvo cells 
lined with a tough membrane, each con- 
taining a single seed, in shape au irregu- 
lar hemisphere. 
These are the coffee 
grains, and they lie with their fiat sides 
together until the crushing of rollers and 
the constant moving of machines burst 
the .skin and pulp and force them out. 
They arc then dried and further agitated 
till the last vestige of the fruity sheath 
is removed, when they are ready for dry- 
ing and sending to market. 
It occasion- 
ally happens tliat instead of the two flat- 
faced beans the berry will contain but 
one, which is almost round. 
These are 
called peaberries and are separated from 
the others by screens and sold for a lower 
price. 
Their quality seems as strong and 
pure, but they are in fact detective grains 
and are held at lower value. 


Coffee plantiitions are usually laid out 
in quadrangles, the trees are pruned into 
regular and uniform shape and present at 
all times a remarkably beautiful appear- 
ance, 
The ground Juust be irrigated in 
any country where coffee will grow. This 
service is kept up uatil the berry nears 
maturity, when the sdil 5s left to dry, as 
better results are thus^, obtained. 
And 
since at least three crop^\a year are gath- 
ered no little care must be\exerci;jed in 


this matter of irrigation and subsequent 
drying; for the g r o w i n g fruit must not 
suffer for moisture, neither must the ma- 
turing crop be allowed to freshen and 
continue green; and since this problem 
involves treatment of the single tree, on 
which groen, half grown and matured 
coffee is hanging, one can see that the 
most skillful treatment is required. 
Na- 
tive farmers in Brazil, away from the 
largo plantations, raise their coffee in 
much the same slipflhod manner which 
obtains among colored or Indian farmers 
in America. 
They do not trim their trees 
very carefully, they only manage to raise 
one full crop a xear. and they do not get 
the best price for that sincc tlicy do not 
thoroughly clean it. 
But at Rio and 
Santos, as well as at Java and Sumatra, 
rich com])anies own their own 
planta- 
tions, where all is done with the 
best 
business methods, and not a peuny islost 
which care and skill and money 
can 
save. 


A good many people try to pick out 
coffee by the color; but this is mislead- 
ing. 
jAU coffees in this market, except- 
ing Rios, are called mild, and these latter 
are most .popular. . They are naturally 
less dark in color than the Rios. 
The 
Mocha grain is small and gray, while the 
Surinam coffee has the largest grain, and 
approaches a brown shade. 
The West 
Indian and South and Central American 
coffees are as largo as the 'Java and ávo 
generally much darker in color. 
Yet 
they arc not nearly so strong. 
Coffee 
buyers know that a prejudice exists m 
favor of dark brown grains, and so the 
crop of this present year in Java will be 
held as long as is convenient, and.then 
in nearly every case it will be shipped^ to 
America \n sailing vessels, so that, with 
hatches battened down and the heat be- 
low decks raging, plenty of time may b^ 
given the grain to go through a sweat 
which shall leave it at last just as brown 
as the critics in America want it to be. 
Now the quality of the coffee has not 
changed, the color has simply deepened. 
AVhen the shiftless farmers of 
Brazil 
bring iu their crop in bags and baskets 
and square pieces of cloth, driving it 
over the mountains in a mule train or 
floating it down the river on a raft, they 
sellas quick as they can and the overseer at 
the warehouse may dump ten bushels of 
Parana Santa coffee into the same heap 
with four tons from Bahia, simply be- 
cause they look alike; yet they will dif- 
fer vastly in strength. Occasionally, too, 
coffee is colored. 
This is a thing which 
all good importers deprecate, yet it can 
not be entirely avoided, as a wishy-washy 
grain would lie in a grocery unsold for 
ever, when a httle doctoring to change 
its complexion without altering its taste 
• would make it go like hot cakes. 


As to bogus coffee, one can find it iu 
the market any day. It is always roasted 
; and ground. 
Back in war times a good 
many people were glad to find any 4cind 
: of a substitute for coffee. 
Many a man 
now getting gray^can remember the days 
when he was'a lad too small for service 
in the army that parched corn, burned 
rye, dandelion root, blackened molasses 
and meal,.and such thin^s^ doctored at 
rare and. prosperous intervals -with a 
* »coffee essence" or preparation of chic- 
ory. 
They beat nothing a little, but 
they were "not coffee, and they didn't 
serve to patch out the supply of coffee 
very successfully, either.' 
But in these 
latter days a small per cent of the bogus 
i may be mixed, with a bulk of genuine 
and not be detected till you look in the 
; coffee pot. 
It shows upí».there, a lot of 
floating particles of dark brown paste. 
But the active principle of coffee, the 
caffeine, exists only in this branch of the 
vegetable kingdom, 
and

NAPKINS FOR KVKllY KIXD OF FOOD. 
A napkin for every kind of food that 
is to be served hot seems to be a require- 
ment of the day, and to decorate these 
napkins iu a suitable fashion seems to bo 
a pleasant pastime for 
ueedle-loving 
women. 
Tiie ffsh napkin, made some- 
what longer than the length of the plat- 
ter, is plain in the centre, and embroid- 
ered at the ends in tiny shells, seaweeds 
or branching coral.

An egg napkin is pretty, embroidered 
with chickens in different shades of yel- 
low silic, and a corn napkin with ears of 
corn, partly opened, so that the grain and 
silk appear.

K I S M E T Î 


TO HEAT AN EGO. 


Any child knows how to beat an egg, 
•which is true so far as that any one by 
dint of patience and a fork can beat an 
egg to a froth, but one person will take 
fifteen minutes and have itless light than 
another in five. The one will beat fast, 
carrying the fork, but entangling very 
little air; the other will lift the egg, as 
it were, and throw it over the fork. This 
is the proper way, and does the work in 
half the time. Acquire the habit of beat- 
ing eggs, or, iu fact, anything else, from 
the elbow, not using the whole arm; the 
fatigued will be much lessened- The use 
of egg-beaters htis niade egg-beating for 
cakes, such a formidable task in our 
mother 5 days, a very light one in ours, 
but for beating just one egg a fork, even 
now, is often most convenient- 
Even 
with a beater, Jiowever, the best results 
are obtained by observing certain rules. 
In hot weather leave the egf^s iu ice 
w^ater or on ice for some time before 
using. 
It is not a good plan, however, 
to keep all your eggs on ice, because they 
then become so thoroughly chilled that in 
boiling them you cannot estimate 
the 
time required, and should they become 
frosted they are inferior for all purposes. 
In beating the whites of eggs a tiny pinch 
of salt will tend to facilitate the work,— 
Good Eoiisekeejnng. 


RECIPES. 


Asparagus Salad—Cut off a pint oi 
boiled asparagus tops, throw in cold 
water, and let stand until ready for use. 
Then dry carefully, put them in a salad 
dish, pour over French 
dressing, let 
stand ten minutes and serve. 


Buckwheat 
Muffins — Dissolve 
one 
teaspoonful of soda (not heaping) in two 
cups or one pint of buttermilk; adda ta- 
blespoonful of molasses and a little salt, 
and stir in one cup of sifted flour and one 
and a half cups of buckwheat. 
Bake in 
gem pans or muffin rings. 


Eggs and Cabbage—Warm up a large 
cupful of cold, boiled cabbage, chopped 
fine; season with butter, pepper and salt. 
Stir in three beaten eggs and a cupful of 
milk and bake for twenty minutes in a 
pudding dish. 
In this way a small rem- 
ntmt of cold cabbage will make an excel- 
lent side dish for dinner. 


Grandmother's 
Gingerbread—This is 
the real old-fashioned gingerbread of our 
childhood's days. 
One cup of New Orl- 
eans molasses, 
three tablespoonfuls of 
melted butter, one teaspoonful of soda 
dissolved in five tablespoonfuls^ of hot 
wateii, ginger., salt, and half a teaspoon- 
ful of powdered alum. 
Two and a half 
cups of sifted flour. Pour into well but- 
tered iron pans about half au inch thick 
and bake in a quick oven, 


I-'arsnip 
Fritters—There is no more 
di'lightful way of serving cold mashed 
parsnips left from dinner, for breakfast, 
than in balls. 
Mix up the cold parsnips 
with the white of an egg and a little 
cream to hold it in shai)e, and mould it 
into little balls, which should bo dipped 
one by one into the beaten yolk of an 
egg, and finally dropped 
mto gently 
Bteaming hot fat and iried three or four 
minutes till they are of a nice browa 
color. 


Stulied 
Potatoes—Boil 
good-sized 
potatoes. 
When done, cut the tops olf ; 
with a spoon, scrape out the potato in- 
to a hot pan, mash, add a tablespoonful 
of butter, a quarter of a cup of sweet 
milk (to half a dozen potatoes), 
a tear 
spoon of salt and a little pepper. 
Beat 
until very light, then add 
the stifliy- 
beaten whites of two eggs. Fill the skins 
with this mixture, 
heaping it on top; 
brush over with the yelk of the egg; put 
in the oven and brown.
